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The   Question    Every   Soul   Asks

Now  God  has  placed  in  every  man's  heart 


(Delivered  over  Radio  Station  KSL  on 
the  Church  Sunday  Evening  Hour,  from  the 
Tabernacle,  Temple  Square,  Salt  Lake 
City,  Utah,  February  15th,  1948.) 

FRIENDS  of  the  air : 
No  man  is  so  dead  to  the  spiritual  side 
of  life  but  that  some  time  in  a  reflective 
moment  he  has  asked  himself :  Where  did 
I  come  from?  Why  am  I  here?  Where 
do  I  go?  So  questioning  he  has  said  to 
himself.  If  I  knew  these  things  I  could 
shape  my  life  for  the  best. 
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a  divine  spark,  which  never  wholly  goes 
out;  it  may  grow  dim,  it  may  become 
hidden,  almost  smothered  by  the  ashes  of 
transgression  but  the  spark  still  lives  and 
glows  and  can  be  fanned  into  flame  by 
faith,  if  the  heart  is  touched.  This  is  true 
of  all,  save  of  them  who  commit  the  un- 
pardonable sin,  and  few  can  do  this,  for  to 
do  so  requires  greater  spiritual  knowledge 
than  is  vouched  to  most  men. 

Behind  these  questions  lies  the  deeper 
one — is  there  a  purpose  underlying  our 
m,ortal  lives;  are  we  here  on  earth  by 
chance,  non-existent  before  our  birth, 
with  an  aimless  existence  here,  aud  a 
void,  an  endless  night  of  oblivion  after 
death. 

Every  fibre  of  being  of  the  normal  man 
cz'ies  out  against  such  an  existence  with- 
out purpose.  Man  in  all  stages  of  intellec- 
tual development,  from  the  savage  in  the 
forest  to  the  most  learned  and  enlightened 
toiler  in  the  laboratory,  has  during  all  his- 
tory rebelled  against  such  a  destiny,  and 
God  has  supported  him  in  his  rebellion  by 
revealing  through  Holy  Writ  as  much  of  the 
great  underlying  purposes  of  life  as  man's 
finite  mind  can  grasp. 

Sometimes  men  have  been  so  intoxicated 
by  their  own  learning  through  the  senses, 
their  sensuous  knowledge,  that  they  have 
not  only  refused  to  recognise  the  knowledge 
of  the  spirit,  but  they  have  scoffed  and 
derided  that  it  is. 
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But  doubt  and  derision  do  not  destroy 
truth,  which  lives,  finally  triumphant. 

Where  did  we  come  from?  had  we  an 
antemortal  Ufe? 

Answering,  we  turn  first  to  the  example, 
the  pattern  of  the  Captain  of  Salvation 
(Heb.  2:10),  the  Prince  of  the  Kings  of 
this  Earth  (Rev.  1:5),  the  Only  Begotten 
(Heb.   11:17).     Whence  was  he? 

If  we  had  no  other  words  than  from  John 
the  Beloved,  we  should  not  be  in  doubt  on 
this  point.  He  began  his  hymn  of  praise 
and  worshipful  homage  which  opens  his 
gospel : 

"  In  the  beginning  was  the  Word,  and 

the  Word  was  ivith  God,  and  the  Word 

was  God." 

Thus  God  the  Father  and  God  the  Son 
were  together  "  in  the  beginning  ",  and 
this  beginning  was  before  even  the  world 
was  made,  because  "  all  things  were  made 
by  "  the  Word,  and  "  without  him  was  not 
anything  made  that  was  made  ".  (John 
1:1-3;  I  John  1:2;  2:14;  Moses  1:32-33; 
3:4  ff.;  Abraham  4;  D.C.  93:7  ff.,  21.) 

In  his  first  epistle  John  declared :  ' '  God 
sent  his  only  begotten  Son  into  the  world  ", 
(I  John  4:9),  thus  testifying  again  that  the 
Son  was  with  the  Father  before  he  came  to 
earth,  and  the  Word  created  the  world 
long  long  before  he  entered  it.  In  the 
great  visions  which  came  to  him  on  the  Isle 
of  Patmos,  John  affirmed:  "  These  things 
saith  the  Amen,  the  faithful  and  true  wit- 
ness, the  beginning  of  the  creation  of  God 
(Rev.  3:14),  and  Paul  told  the  Colossians 
that  Christ  was  "  the  firstborn  of  every 
creature  "  (Col.  1:15).  These  sayings  bear 
record  that  Christ  was  with  the  Father 
from  the  beginning,  the  first  creation  of  all. 

But  the  Saviour  bore  his  own  testimony 
that  he  had  long  association  with  the  Father 
before  he  took  on  mortality. 

Attending  the  Second  Passover  of  his 
ministry  and  speaking  in  the  Temple  to  the 
Jews,  who  sought  to  kill  him,  Jesus 
declared : 

"  The  Son  can  do  nothing  of  himself, 

but   what    he   secth   the    Father   do:    for 

what  things  soever  lie  doeth,   these  alxo 

doeth  the  Son  likcicise."     {John  5:19.) 

Later,  speaking  to  the  Pharisees  in  the 
Treasury  of  the  Temple,  Jesus  said: 


"  /  speak  to  the  world  those  things 
which  I  have  heard  of  him.  .  .  .  I  do 
nothing  of  m,yself ;  but  as  my  Father  hath 
taught  me,  I  speak  these  things."  {John 
8:26,  28.) 

Teaching  in  the  Temple  he  said  to  the 
fearsome  believers  on  him  among  the  chief 
rulers  of  the  Pharisees : 

"  For  I   have   not   spoken   of  m,yself; 
but  the  Father  which  sent  m.e,  he  gave 
me  a  com,mandment,  what  I  should  say, 
and  ivhat  I  should  speak.       And  I  know 
that   his   comm^andment   is   life   everlast- 
ing :   whatsoever  I  speak  therefore,  even 
as  the  Father  said  unto  me,  so  I  speak 
{John   12:49-50).     And  after  this  Jesus 
said :   ' '  For  all  things  that  I  have  heard 
of  my  Father  I  have  m.ade  known  unto 
you  "     {John  15:15). 
All    this    speaks    of    a    long    and    close 
relationship   with  the   Father,   not  for  the 
few  years  he  dwelt  in  mortality,   shackled 
with  the  chains  of  the  flesh,  but  an  asso- 
ciation in  the  eternity  from  before  the  begin- 
ning of  the  earth. 

But  again  and  again  Jesus  himself 
declared  his  antemortal  existence  with  the 
Father. 

Preaching  to  the  multitude  whom  he  had 
fed  and  who  followed  him  across  the  sea, 
he  said : 

"  What  and  if  ye  shall  see  the  Son  of 
m^an  ascend  up  where  he  was  before? 
(John  6:62.) 

To  his  apostles  with  whom,  after  eating 
the  Passover  meal,  he  had  gone  to  the 
Mount  of  Olives,  Jesus,  predicting  his 
death  and  resurrection,  said : 

"  A  little  while,  and  ye  shall  not  see 
me.:  and  again,  a  little  while,  tnd  ye 
shall  see  me,  because  I  go  to  the  Father. 
...  7  came  forth  from-  the  Father,  and 
am  come  into  the  world :  again,  I  leave 
the  world,  and  go  to  the  Father.  ...  I 
have  overcome  the  world."  (Jo/in  16:16, 
28,  33.) 

In  the  great  intercessory  prayer,  the 
Prayer  of  the  Great  High  Priest,  made  just 
before  he  crossed  the  brook  Cedron  to 
Gethsemane  and  its  agony,  Jesus  com- 
menced his  prayer: 

V  Father,  the  hour  is  C07ne ;  glorify  thy 
Son,  that  thy  Son  also  may  glorify  thee.

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TO   ALL   THE   WORLD

MISSIONAIIY  work  is  educational.  It 
brightens  the  intellect,  broadens  tlu' 
mind  and  enlarges  the  understanding.  Jt 
is  enlightening  to  those  who  engage  in  it 
and  inspiring  to  those  Mdio  are  toucned  by 
it.  Its  aim  is  to  uplift  humanity  through 
the  l^estored  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ. 

The  missionary  programme  is  far-reaching 
and  extends  its  influence  into  the  lives  of 
members  and  non-members.  The  mission- 
ary, his  family,  his  relatives  and  friends  are 
benefited  and  spiritualised  by  it.  The 
home  from  which  he  comes  feels  the  power 
wliich  emanates  from  his  field  of  labour. 
The  work  is  fascinating  and  captivates  those 
engaged  in  it.  It  promotes  right  living, 
wholesome  thinking  and  honest,  unselfish 
endeavoui-.  The  missionary  enterprise  of 
the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day 
Saints  calls  for  a  valiant  and  (.lod-inspired 
enthusiasm.  A  lukewarm  missionary  is  a 
failure.  Jesus  and  His  apostleS  were  full 
of  fire  and  passion  for  their  work.  Nothing 
was  too  precious  to  lay  on  the  altar  to  ad- 
vance the  cause  they  represented.  No  task 
was  too  great,  no  work  too  strenuous  and 
no  venture  too  hazardous  to  insure  the  suc- 
cess and  eventual  triumph  of  the  stupend- 
ous truths  they  had  to  offer. 

The  Church  is  a  product  of  its  mission- 
ary system.  Within  a  year  after  its  organi- 
sation missionaries  were  sent  out  to  preach 
tlie  Gospel.  Regardless  of  adverse  condi- 
tions, economically  and  otherwise,  the 
proselyting  has  continued  unabated.  Mis- 
sions were  opened,  converts  admitted, 
branches  established  and  the  revealed  word 
of  God  explained  to  investigators  and 
truth-seekers.  The  results,  glorious  and 
gratifying,  speak  for  themselves. 

Again  the  way  is  opening  for  the  pro- 
clamation of  the  Gospel  of  Peace  to  a  war- 
weary  world.  The  opportunity  is  here.  A 
new  day  is  dawning,  prejudices  and  mis- 
understandings are  inelting  away  and  old 
barriers  are  being  removed.  The  Church 
is  carrying  forward  the  greatest  missionary 
effort  in  its  history. 

How  will  the  Latter-day  Saints  use  the 
opportunities   and   privileges   thus   afforded 
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them'.'  Will  they  shirk  from  their  responsi- 
bilities ■'  They  have  never  done  so.  The 
history  and  spirit  of  the  Church  are 
centi'ed  in  its  missionary  activity.  Yet  no 
Church  member  has  ever  chosen  the  minis- 
try as  a  calling.  Men  and  women  per- 
form this  service  only  when  they  are  called 
to  do  so  by  their  authorised  leaders.  They 
come  and  go  at  their  own  expense  without 
any  thought  of  material  remuneration.  In 
the  future  as  in  the  past  the  response  to 
their  message  will  come  from  the  common 
people  who  are  honest  at  heart  and  free  and 
independent  in  spirit  and  thought. 

Their  converts  have  frequently  had  to 
face  ridicule  and  ostracism  for  the  Gospel's 
sake.  But  they  have  been  able  to  endure 
hardships  and  disappointments  because 
their  faith  was  firmly  founded  and  their 
testimonies  deeply  and  securely  planted. 
Such  conviction  is  the  strength  of  the 
Church.  It  accounts  for  its  growth,  and 
the  energy  and  determination  of  its 
missionaries.  Without  doubt  many  people 
have  been  attracted  to  the  Church  through 
the  clean  living,  high  standards  and  the

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THE  OPEN  GRAVE

'  The  first  i)art  Ixjok  place  early  lasl 
year'  and  was  the  result  of  a  visit  to  our 
stake  by  Klder  Matthew  Cowley,  of  the 
Council  of  tlie  Twelve.  At  that  time  lie 
told  us  many  beautiful  stories  of  the  greai 
faith  of  the  Samoau  people  and  of  the 
earnest  desire  of  many  of  these  saints  to 
\isit  the  Temple  in  Hawaii. 

The  opportunity  to  assist  them  came 
(|uite  unexpectedly  in  June,  1947,  when  the 
M  Men,  Gleaner  convention  for  Northern 
California  and  Nevada  met  in  San  Fi-an- 
cisco.  560  young  people  from  seven  stakes 
and  one  mission  participated. 

Due  to  unexpected  generosity  and  whole- 
hearted co-operation  there  was  quite  a  sum 
of  money  left  over  the  estimated  cost  of  the 
convention.  With  the  glowing  memory  of 
Elder  Cowley's  talk  still  bvirning  in  their 
hearts,  the  stake  representatives  of  these 
young  people  met  and  decided  to  donate 
the  entire  amount  of  $790  to  Elder  Cowley 
to  be  used  in  assisting  these  faithful  island 
people  to  visit  the  Temple. 

The  opportunity  to  knoiv  some  of  these 
amazing  Sainoan  Latter-day  Sairits  came 
■imcxpectantly  too — early  tliis  year  and 
forms  the  second  part  of  the  story.  Eti 
Te'o,  a  chief  from  the  village  of  Mapu- 
saga,  Sai)ioa  with  his  four  sons,  Eliga, 
Toga,  Tasali  and  Whitney  came  to  visit 
San  Francisco  at  Christmas  time  and.  he 
has  decided  to  make  this  his  temporary 
home. 

Eti  and  his  sons  are  all  talented  enter- 
tainers and  have  visited  our  wards  re- 
peatedly, singing  their  island  songs  and 
dancing  in  their  native  costumes.  Whitney 
who  is  the  youngest  of  the  brothers  is  only 
twelve  years  old  and  is  the  champion  sword 
dancer  of  all  the  Samoan  Islands. 

This  is  their  first  visit  to  America  and 
Eti  hopes  to  educate  his  four  sons  so  that 
they  may  return  to  their  native  Samoa  as 
fully  prepared  missionaries.  At  the  time 
of  their  departure,  President  John  Q. 
Adams,  of  the  Samoan  Mission,  instructed 
Eti  to  bear  his  testimony  wherever  he  w^ent 
in  America.  Eti  religiously  keeps  his 
promise  to  do  this. 


In  all  of  uur  wards  he  has  told  the  fol- 
lowing beautiful  story  and  we  have  cause 
to  wonder  if  perhaps  we  are  not  the  ones 
that  arc  being  preached  to  and  if  Eti 
mid  his  sons  are  not  already  missionaries 
fro)n  their  home  in  the  islands  of  the 
Pacific  : 

"  When  I  was  about  eighteen  I  was  in 
the  village  of  Pago  Pago  trying  to  do  what 
I  could  to  help  translate  the  Doctrine  and 
Covenants  into  Samoan. 

A  friend  of  mine  named  George  came 
to  our  village  to  work  as  a  carpenter.  After 
jibout  three  months  he  became  very  sick 
and  was  taken  to  the  Navy  Hospital  where 
he  stayed  six  months.  Pie  was  growing- 
steadily  worse  and  one  morning  asked  his 
uncle  to  send  for  the  Mormon  Elders  to 
administer  to  him  or  he  would  die.  His 
uncle  refused,  saying  it  could  do  no  good 
since  even  the  doctors  had  not  been  able  to 
help  him.  George  then  called  the  nurse 
and  begged  her,  saying,  "  If  I  die  send  a 
note  to  the  elders  and  have  my  body  taken 
to  the  mission  home."  At  7.30  that  night 
George  died. 

"  The  next  morning  I  was  passing  the 
hospital  on  my  w'ay  to  work  when  the  nurse 
called  to  me.  She  was  crying  when  she 
told  me  what  had  happened.  I  immediately 
took  the  news  to  Brother  Lopati  at  the 
mission  home  and  he  asked  me  to  go  behind 
the  house  and  start  digging  the  grave.  I 
had  dug  to  a  distance  of  about  2^  feet  when 
he  came  to  me  and  said,  '  Put  ba-ck  the 
shovel — we  are  going  to  the  hospital  to  see 
George.' 

"  It  was  now  10  o'clock  in  the  morning. 
I  could  not  understand  what  he  wanted  to 
go  to  the  hospital  for,  but  I  put  the  shovel 
back  and  went  with  him. 

"  George  was  laying  in  an  outer  room 
ivhere  the  dead  ivere  kept  and  as  we 
passed  it  I  could  see  '  Lagomea  '  {flies 
that  cover  dead  bodies)  all  over  the  win- 
dows and  I  was  angry  with  Brother 
Ijopati.  '  Don't  you  think  we  will  dis- 
grace the  Church  by  doing  this?  '  I  ques- 
tioned him,.  But  he  went  right  on  into 
the  hospital.  We  were  not  allowed  to 
enter  the  room  where   George   lay — both 
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the  nurse  and  doctor  told  us  that  if  tve 
entered  it  ive  would  he  sent  to  jail. 
"  Brother  Lopati  sent  for  his  wife  and 
two  other  elders  and  after  kneeling  in 
prayer  they  signed  a  paper,  one  by  one — 
signifing  that  they  would  willingly  go  to  jail 
after  entering  George's  room. 

"  I  could  not  bring  myself  to  sign  the 
paper.  I  did  not  want  to  go  to  jail. 
Brother  Lopati  then  came  by  my  side  and 
told  me  that  he  had  been  given  a  patri- 
archal blessing  that  if  he  lived  right  .he 
would  have  power  to  raise  the  dead.  He 
also  said  that  they  must  wait  for  me — that 
it  was  urgent  for  me  to  witness  this  event. 
"  It  was  12  o'clock  noon  when  I  finally 
signed  the  paper  and  we  all  went  in  beside 
George's  bed.  Brother  Lopati  unwrapped 
the  gauze  from  his  face  and  we  all  knelt 
by  his  bedside. 

'  /  remember  only  three  words  lie  spoke 
as  he  lay  his  hands  on  the  hoy's  head. 
They  were,  '  George,  come  back  '.  He 
added  a  few  more  sentences  and  when  he 
said,  '  Amen  ',  George  sneezed  and  be- 
gan to  breathe.  His  first  ivords  ivere, 
'  T  ivould  like  a  cup  of  rice  '.  Then  he 
sat  up  and  began  talking.  '  I  heard  your 
voice  from  a  long  distance,'  he  said. 


"  I  ran  from  the  room — shaking  all  over. 
Eunning  down  the  halls  I  kept  saying, 
almost  hysterically,  '  George  wants  a  cup 
of  rice  !  '  over  and  over  again.  I  rushed 
into  Dr.  Lane's  office  without  knocking  and 
could  only  say,  '  George  want  a  cup  of 
rice !  ' '  He  hurried  back  with  me  and 
when  he  saw  George  sitting  up  talking,  he 
was  speechless.  He  could  not  say  a  word 
for  a  long  time,  then  hu  slowly  walked  over 
to  the  bedside  to  examine  Geoi'ge  and  in  a 
few  minutes  he  stated  that  the  boy  was 
normal  and  his  heart  action  perfect. 

Turning  to  Brother  Lopati  lie  said,  "  No 
one  but  God  could  do  that  '.  He  asked 
us  to  come  to  his  house  later  and  we  stayed 
there  all  the  rest  of  the  day  answering  his 
questions.  He  joined  the  Church  in  due 
time  as  did  several  other  hospital  workers. 

Now,  23  years  later,  George  is  in  good 
health  and  lives  in  the  village  of  Aua, 
Samoa — but  his  story  will  not  be  forgotten. 
The  open  grave  is  still  there  back  of  the 
mission  home  near  where  I  live.  I  keep  it 
just  as  I  left  it  that  day.  I  want  my 
children  and  grandchildren  to  see  it  and 
know  this  story." — From  the  Church  Sec- 
tion of  Deseret  News. 


Danish    King    Receives    Book   of  Mormon 


BY  his  own  consent  King  Frederik  IX 
of  Denmark  now  possesses  an  especi- 
ally bound  copy  of  the  Book  of  Mormon 
and  two  other  Church  books.  They  are 
in  red  leather  binding  with  the  royal  crest. 
The  presentation  was  made  by  President 
Alma  L.  Petersen,  of  the  Danish  Mission, 
who  was  granted  a  special  interview  with 
King  Frederik  on  April  19. 

President  Petersen  writes  in  a  letter  to 
the  Church  News  Office : 

"  I  must  say  that  he  gave  me  more  at- 
tention than  I  anticipated.  I  took  this 
opportunity  to  thank  him  for  permitting  so 
many  of  our  elders  (148  at  present)  to  come 
into  this  country  to  preach  the  Gospel  of 
Jesus  Christ. 

"  I  also  thanked  him  for  the  fine  treat- 
ment that  we  have  received  from  the 
government  officials  and  expressed  our 
gratitude  for  the  hospitality  shown  by  the 
Danish  people. 


"  While  having  this  interview  I  asked 
him  if  I  might  have  the  privilege  of  send- 
ing him  some  of  the  teachings  that  we  were 
giving  to  his  people  here  in  the  land  of 
Denmark.  He  said  that  he  would  be  glad 
to  receive  them. 

"  I  then  presented  him  with  a  beautiful 
container  in  which  was  the  Book  of  Mor- 
mon, the  Plan  of  Salvation  and  What  is 
Mormonism,  nicely  bound  in  red  leather 
with  the  royal  crest  stamped  on  each.  1 
told  him  that  within  these  pages  he  would 
find  the  greatest  message  ever  given  to  the 
world.       He  then  thanked  me  and  said  : 

■'  '  I  will  gladly  read  them  and  also  study 
them  '." 

"  I  then  bore  him  my  testimony  with  all 
the  power  that  I  had." 

President  Petersen  was  also  asked  by  the

the  people  of  Utah  and  his  thanks  for  their

Honourable  Release 

WHEN  the  S.S.  Greece  Victory  left 
Cape  Town  during  the  first  week  of 
August  one  of  its  noted  passengers  was 
Elder  Alvin  Orville  Price,  recently  honor- 
ably released  from  his  missionary  service  m 
the  South  African  Mission.

WJieh  Jesus  Christ  was  on  the  earth  He 
taught  the  people  to  pray.     He  said: 

And  ivhcn  thou  piaijest,  thou  shall 
not  be  as  the  hypocrites  are :  for  they 
Jovo  to  pray  standing  in  the  synagogues 
and  in  the  corners  of  the  streets,  that 
they  may  be  seen  of  men.  Verily  I  say 
unto  you,  They  have  their  reward.

1  fast  twice  in  the  week,  I  give  tithes 
of  all  that  I  possess. 

A)id  the  publican,  standing  afar  off, 
would  not  lift  up  so  much  as  his  eyes 
unto  heaven,  but  smote  upo)i  his  breast, 
saying,   God  be  merciful  to  me  a  sinner. 

"  I  tell  you,  this  man  went  down  to 
his  house  justified  rather  than  the  other: 
for  everyone  that  e.xalteth  himself  shall 
be  abased  and.  he  that  humbleth  himself 
shall   be   exalteth."     {Luke   18:9-14.) 

This  passage  should  be  an  example  to 
show  us  how  to  pray  ;  to  humble  ourselves 
before  God  when  praying.

Christian    meekness    and    humility    of    its 
representatives.  The  record  shows  that 

very  few  of  these  representatives  have  suc- 
cumbed to  temptations  which  would  bar 
them  for  work  in  the  ministry.  Purity  of 
life  is  the  keystone  to  missionary  success. 

It  is  also  a  matter  of  record  that  very  few 
of  those  charged  with  missionary  responsi- 
bility have  deserted  their  post.  None  have 
joined  other  churches.  No  appeal  has  been 
strong  enough  to  undermine  their  beliefs  or 
to  divert  them  from  their  sacred  calling  or 
to  join  hands  with  others  in  more  lucrative 
and  popular  undertakings.  It  is  reassur- 
ing, to  say  the  least,  that  the  Elders  of 
Israel,  however  young  and  inexperienced, 
have  not  been  susceptible  to  the  teachings 
and  doctrines  of  other  churches  which  run 
counter  to  their  own  beliefs.  This  is  a  fur- 
ther evidence  of  the  deep  sincerity  and  the 
well-founded  convictions  characteristic  of 
the  Lord's  servants.  During  the  past 
century,  except  in  periods  of  war,  the 
missionary  work  has  neither  diminished  nor 
slackened.  It  has  survived  persecution, 
slander,  mobacracy,  and  violence.  Each 
wave  of  opposition  has  found  it  more  firmly 
entrenched  and  better  able  to  meet  future 
attacks. 

How  does  this  style  and  method  of  pro- 


paganda compare  with  that  of  otiier  modern 
churches?  What  other  denomination  in  ail 
Christendom  can  trust  its  young  people, 
without  special  preparation,  with  ministerial 
duties,  sacred  doctrines  and  well  established 
l)iactices  cherished  and  time  honoured 
iiiiKjug  them?  Most  of  them  require 
specialised  straining,  scholarly  attainments 
and  a  college  background  before  their 
ministers  can  function  as  authorised  priests. 
The  reason  for  this  is  obvious.  The 
simple,  understandable  teachings  of  the 
blaster  and  His  apostles  have  become  so 
distorted,  perverted  and  confused  that  their 
preservation  requires  many  precautions  and 
safeguards.  Stereotyped  prayers  must  be 
memorised,  rituals  must  be  learned,  a 
solemn,  urmatural  demeanom-  developed 
and  arbituary  scriptural  interpretations 
taught  and  emjihasised. 

Contrast  these  preliminaries  nnd  pro- 
cedures with  those  in  the  Primitive  Church. 
When  Jesus  Christ  selected  His  apostles 
He  chose  humble,  sturdy,  God-fearing 
fishermen — men  who  were  open-minded  and 
unbiased  and  therefore  impressionable  to 
the  Truth.  He  cared  nothing  for  worldly 
learning  and  accomplishments.  He  recog- 
nised no  one  of  prominence.  He  passed 
by  the  doctors,  lawyers,  scribes,  and  priests, 
trusting  His  Gospel  to  the  hearts  and  minds 
of  the  most  unsophisticated  among  men. 

He  sent  them  forth  with  divine  authority 
to  officiate  in  His  name,  with  powers  of 
discernment,  and  with  complete  reliance 
u])on  the  gifts  and  functions  of  the  Holy 
(ihost  conferred  upon  them.  Their  own 
wisdom  was  not  to  be  fully  trusted,  neither 
were  they  to  be  led  astray  by  phantoms  of 
doubt,  sophistry,  and  false  arguments,  but 
were  to  tarry  until  "  endued  with  power 
from  on  high  ".     (Luke  24:49.) 

They  went  forth  like  sheep  among  wolves 
to  be  misunderstood,  maligned,  persecuted 
and  held  in  disrepute.  No  worldly  com- 
pensations were  promised.  "  Freely  ye 
have  received,  freely  give,"  (Matt.  10:8) 
constitutes  the  spirit  and  plan  of  their 
operations.  They  were  to  deliver  their 
message  without  fear  or  favour  and  to  bear 
witness  of  the  Truth  before  all  nations. 

Under  the  inspiration  and  guidance  pro- 
vided there  could  be  no  failure  on  their  part. 
They  appeared  like  conquerers  fully  consci-

1   cup  raisins  scalded   (seedless). 

1  cup  walnuts. 

2  cups  flour. 

2  cups  oatmeal. 

f  teaspoon  soda  in  a  little  hot  water. 

2  eggs. 

1  cup  milk. 

Method  of  mixing. 

Cream  the  shortening  and  sugar.  Add 
the  beaten  eggs  and  stir  well.  Now  add 
the  oatmeal  and  raisins  and  stir.  Add  milk, 
salt  and  flour,  then  the  nuts  and  vanilla 
and  last  the  soda  and  water.  Mix  all  well. 
Drop  by  teaspoon  on  greased  baking  sheet 
— two  inches  apart.  Bake  15  to  20  nr'ii- 
utes  in  hot  oven  about  400°  until  light 
brown.

Some  hear  only  the  thunders 
of    the    air — the    natural    things    of    earth ; 
others  believe  they  hear  angels,  but  do  not 
understand    the    message ;    a    few    get    the 
words      themselves,      the      message,      and 
hearken,  so  gaining  wdsdom  and  inspiration.
